cais closes its doors in 60 days. 
Branch Manager Doug Roys- 
ter made the announcement 
last Thursday after breaking 
the news to employees on 
Wednesday, March 19. 


The plant uses bagasse, a~ 


by-product of sugarcane to 
make furfural. Furfural is 
used in refining petroleum oils 
and in making varnishes,

les. 
L. Donald Simpson, execu- 
tive vice president at the West 
Lafayette, Indiana plant, said, 
"The planned decision to cease 
operations in Belle Glade was 
based on several factors. Due 
to reduced availability of its 
primary raw material, sugar 
cane bagasse, the plant oper- 
ates only on a seasonal basis. 
As a result, the cost structure 
for producing furfural in Belle 
Glade cannot compete on a 
worldwide basis with certain 
foreign producers that benefit 
from low-cost raw materials 
and associated costs. 
* “Great Lakes plans to con- 
centrate all furfural produc- 
-tion at its more cost-effective 
Omaha Nebraska plant. This 
site has the capacity, when 
combined with attractive pur- 
chase to meet pro- 


agreements, 
. jected demand in the most cost 


efficient manner possible,” he 


said. 

Great Lakes, formerly 
known as QO.Chemicals began 
production in Belle Glade in 


1966. In 1995, the company ~ 


received the Belle Glade 
Chamber of Commerce "Com- 
munity Pride Award” for being 
good neighbors in the commu- 


nity and for beautifying the ` 


landscaping around their 
plant, located behind Sugar 
Cane Growers Cooperative.

Officials spend months try- 
ing to figure out what brought 
down the Eastern Airlines jet.

Downbursts are small, brief 
and scattered. Most fall from 
thunderstorms but others 
come out of the most innocent- 
looking cumulus clouds, That 
means predicting where and 
when a downburst will occur is \ 
very difficult. 

All major’ airports have 
installed downburst detection 
devices that will indicate any 
kind of wind shear. That will 
tell pilots that a downburst is 
already underway but forecast- 
ing these powerful streams of 
air remains one of meteorolo- 
gy's biggest challenges.

Should Florida repeal its 


intangibles tax? . 


By Randall G. Holcombe 
The Jarnes Madison Institute 
Florida is one of the few states that taxes 
~ intangible property, which is defined as "proper- 
ty which is not in itself intrinsically valuable, 
but which derives its chief value from that 
. Which it represents.” Most property subject to 
Florida's intangibles tax consists of stocks, 
bonds, loans and accounts receivable. Both busi- 
nesses and individuals are required to pay the 
tax. However, many types of intangible property 
are exempted, including cash and bank 
` deposits, government bonds, many retirement 
accounts, and general partnership interests. 


Florida imposes a two mill tax (two-tenths of ` 


one percent) on qualifying intangibles. Individu- 
als are exempted from taxation on the first 
$20,000, and are taxed at one mill on intangible 
assets up to $100,000; there-after the rate 
increases to the two 
nedé-bwiiéd intangibles: 
This legislative s session, serious-consideration 
is'Belüg given to repealing the intangibles tax. 
The main arguments given in favor of repealing 
the tax are that it is a tax on capital, so it dis- 
courages economic growth, and that because 
few other states have an intangibles tax, it puts 
Florida at a competitive disadvantage when try- 
ing to attract and retain business. The main 
argument against repeal is that the state can- 
“Hot afford to give up the revenue from the tax. 
Based on these arguments, the case for repeal 
>is strong. ‘The tax is placed on financial assets, 
: not income, which makes the rate higher than it 
first appears, and the tax is owed even if the 


assets losé value. "The state already has a corpo- - 


tate income tax, so on the corporate side Florida 
"faxes the value of assets in addition to the 


income earned from them. While a few other « 


states tax intangibles to some degree, only 
Pennsylvania has an intangibles tax nearly as 
extensive as Florida's, placing Florida at a com- 
petitive disadvantage and hurting its economic 


Does the state need the revenue? Most tax 
revenue growth comes from incomé growth, and 
because of a healthy economy, Florida can easily 
replace revenues lost from the repeal of the

intangibles tax. After adjusting for inflation, 
Florida’s per person state tax revenues were 
$537 in 1960, $815 in 1970, $912 in 1980, and 
$1,198 in 1990. By 1994 Florida’s inflation- 
adjusted per person tax revenues were $1,312, a 
244 percent increase since 1960. 

Future income growth will create similar 
future tax revenue increases, and the repeal of 
the intangibles tax would create a better envi- 
ronment for economic growth. Florida does not 


.need the revenue, and would be better off 


repealing the tax to create more economic 
growth, where most tax revenue increases come 
from. 

The issue of fairness has also been a part of 
the debate. The argument in favor of the intan- 
gibles tax is that it is a tax on the rich, who own ` 
stocks and bonds. The reality is somewhat dif-

lion individual returns are filed each year. For à 
staté with a population of about 14 million, and 
figuring about four persons per household, the 
tax is paid by about one Florida household in 
seven. Wealth is distributed unequally by age, 
80 while many young adults may start out with- 
out assets, people save during middle age so 
they will have assets to retire on, and the. bur- 
den of the intangibles tax falls heavily on Flori- 
da's retirees. 

While most residents don't pay the intangi- 
bles tax now, most do aspire to have more than

their attempts to provide for their future.

On the business side, most intangible ab 
subject to the tax are accounts receivabfe. When 
businesses are owed money, the amount they 
are owed is a taxable asset. However, cash and 
bank deposits are exempt from the intangibles 
tax. Thus, at the end of the year, when the tax

Few things are more difficult 
in life than coping with the sud- 
den death of someone you love. I 
was, in Belle Glade for a plan- 
ning meeting the morning after 
the tragic automobile accident 
that claimed the lives of two tal- 
ented and promising young 
men, Jeffery Brooker and Brian 
Harrelle. The entire community 
was clearly in a state of shock and struggling to 
understand how something oo sendet and 
unexpected could happen. 

Belle Glade is a closely-knit pure and 
when tragedy strikes, the blow affects a large 
number of people. A tragedy of this severity and 
magnitude is likely to leave many residents 
bewildered and anxious, trying to make sense of 
the accident. The death of a loved one always 
leaves survivors with grief and sadness in their 
hearts. But a sudden death imposes severe 
stress on survivors’ abilities to cope with their 
changed lives and their raging emotions. 
Deprived of the chance to say good-bye to their 
loved one, anger, guilt and depression normally 
ensures. In anticipated death, the survivors’ 
grief is no less intense, but the family and 
friends have the opportunity to mentally and 
physically prepare for the inevitable. 

After a sudden death, survivors react to the 
loss individually, depending on their. personal 
relationship with the deceased. Accepting the 
death is extremely difficult, even though it is 
understood intellectually. This can result in 
self-imposed isolation, avoidance, loss of trust 
and anxiety. The world may seem frightening 


and unpredictable. Feelings that are. usually: 


foreign to the average person suddenly assume 
a central role in their lives and it is important 
to understand that these are normal in the 
grieving process. It may be helpful to create

their normal activities and busy 
lives, often leaving those working 
through their pain to face the chal- 
lenge alone. It's important to recog- . 
nize the survivors’ need Tor company. Instead o 
asking “How are you?" ask “How are you doing 
today?" This tells the survivor that you under- 
stand that healing is a process, with no set time 
limits for recovery. Each individual's method of 
handling their grief is the *right"way, counsel- 
ing may guide them to the most effective ways. 
The intensity of grief does lessen with time, 
although it is:normal'to experience recurrences 
of strong emotions. And the very presence of e^ 
friend or neighbor will assist survivors to focus 
on life-affirming issues, which don't replace the 
deceased but help to réstore a sense of trust and 
purpose to the lives of those left behind. 

Here at Hospice of Palm Beach County, our 
hearts goes out to the community of Belle Glade 
and we encourage you to talk to one another, 
listen to those who are ‘grieving as they review - 
over and over again - the events that led up t 
the terrible accident and their attempts to cre- 
ate some sort of order in their lives. This is part 
of the healing process and a compassionate ear, 
is more helpful than you might expect. We

Mental Retardation - How. 


to protect our 


Last ina series by Scot Kannel 
Director, Glades Area Association for 
Retarded Citizens 

Today in America approximately seven mil- 
lion people have mental retardation. It is 12 
times more common than cerebral palsy. It cuts 
across racial, educational, ethnic, and social 
classes without discrimination. Of this affected 
population, 13 percent: have I.Q.’s under 50 and 
have serious functional limitations. 

Mental retardation is caused by conditions 
which impair the development. of the brain 
before or during birth, or during the childhood 
years. There are three major causes; Fetal Alco- 
hol Syndrome, Down Syndrome and Fragile X. 

Fragile X and Down Syndrome are among a 
group of genetic conditions resulting from 
abnormal ‘genes inherited from parents, errors 
in gene combination, or from disorders of the 
genes caused during pregnancy by infections, 


` overexposure to x-rays, or other factors. This 


also-includes inborn metabolic errors which 
may produce mental retardation, like PKU 
(phenylketonuria). Chromosomal abnormalities 
are also linked to mental retardation, as in 
Fragile X and Down Syndrome. ` 

Problems that octur during pregnancy are 
significant causes of mental retardation and are 
for the most part preventable. Malnutrition, 
measles, exposure to various viruses, HIV infec- 
tion and use of alcohol ór drugs by the pregnant 
mother all-increase the risk of the unborn baby. 
By far the greatest single preventable cause’ is 
alcohol use during pregnancy. 

In pregnant women alcohol is not only carried 
to all organs and tissues, but also to the placen- 
ta, where it easily crosses through the mem- 
brane separating fetal and maternal blood sys- 
tems, bathing the fetus and all of its developing 
tissues and organs in the same concentration of 
alcohol as the mom. Mom, however, has a fully 


developed liver capable of processing the alcohol 


children 


out of the system at a rate of about one ounce 
every two hours. Two hours after a drink is con- 
sumed, baby's blood alcohol is higher than 
mom's and will remain in baby's system for uw 
to 24-hours. 

A few facts: There is no difference in the type 
of alcoholic beverage consumed. The earlier in 
the pregnancy the fetus is-exposed, the greater 
the risk. Alcohol exposure in the first trimester 
may affect the way cells grow and how they 
arrange themselves when they multiply. The . 
brain is particularly sensitive to alcohol which 
diminishes the number of cells growing in th” 
brain. - 

Evidence of abnormalities in three Y 
areas: growth, central nervous system functions 
and facial characteristics are the minimal crite- 
ria for Fetal Alcohol Syndrome (FAS). Lesser 
variations of these symptoms are called Fetal 
Alcobol Effect (FAE). Unfortunately, birth 
defects related to alcohol are permanent. 

Recent studies show that if pregnant womep, 
are made aware of the harmful effects of alcohc. 
on their babies, they will reduce or cease drink- 
ing. The most critical time for the fetus, howev- 
er, is in the first trimester when the mother 
may not even suspect she is pregnant. . 

The recipe for prevention is clear. Plan your 
pregnancy. Béfore you become pregnant be sure . 
you have had all of your vaccinations against 
diseases. . 

If you have a family history of a genetic disor- 
der, consult with your doctor and know the risks 
so you may make an informed choiée about hav- 

If you are actively participating in unprotect- 
ed sex, dan't drink. If you discover you are preg- 
nant, stop drinking throughout the pregnancy. 
Get regular prenatal care.

Then his accountant 
told him that because his cus- 
tomers had not. paid him, he 
had to pay the state a substan- 
tial intangibles tax, creating 
an even larger financial bur- 
den. 

Many aspects of Florida's 
intangibles tax are unfair, and 
the tax discourages invest- 
ment in Florida and lowers 
economic growth.

Tax Q&A's for Commercial Fishermen 


The following questions and 
answers may help fishermen pre- 
pare their income taxes this year.

Q. My dock was damaged and 
my boat was suak by a hurricane 
this year. The president declared 
the county a disaster area. What 
does that mean? 

A. Your area qualifies for federal 
disaster assistance. If you have a 
deductible loss, you can choose to 
amend last year's tax return and get 
a refund right away, Or you can 
wait until you file your réturn for 
thís year, when the loss 

Q. Can I deduct the wages | pay 
my employees? 

A. You can usually deduct 
wages, salaries and other forms of 
compensation paid to employces as 
business expenses if they are ordi- 
nary and necessary expensés of 
carrying om your fishing business. 
They also have to be a reasonable 
amount, for personal services per- 
formed, and paid or incurred during 
the tax year. 

Pay to relatives who work foc 
you is deductible if it meets the 
above requirenients. But you can't 


deduct your own salary or any 
other withdrawals you make for 
personal use. 

Q. A friend offered to salvage 
my boat in exchange for part of my 
next catch. Is that kind of deal con- 
sidered income? 

A. Yes. Whenever you trade 
property ot services for something 
of equal or near value, it's called 
bartering. That income must be 
reported on. your tax-return. The 
amount you include as income is 
what'you would chárge a strahger 
for the fish, and the amount your 
friend would include is what some- 
one else would pay to salvage their 
boat. * 

Q. I heard about a Capital 
Construction Fund (CCF). What 
ae 

» The CCF is an investment 
SA administered by the 
National Marine Fisheries Service 
and the IRS. It lets commercial 
fisbermen enter into an agreement 
to invest part of their income in an 
interest-bearing trust fund luch as 
savings accounts, stocks or bonds. 
The funds are to be used to buy or 
build a, new fishing vessel or to 
reconstruct or recondition one that 
is already owned. 

Certain requirements must be 
met to qualify for a CCF. And if. 
you enter into an agreement, you 
can usually deduct the investment 
from taxable income.
